Much, However, Depends Upon the Court’s 
Decison in the Yonkers Case. 



“While it is true that a quiet tip was passed 
around before the Yonkers meeting liegan which 

kept many horsemen away, the fact remains that 
these same horsemen could have raceil there and 
got some of the money without j<*opardizing their 
chances on the Jo<key Flub's tracks.” says the 
New York Sun. “The members of the'M»*ts. too. 
who stink to Saratoga probably see now that 
they could have biM>ked at Empire Fity. But there 
is just this about Eni|dre City: The matter will 

be taken to the (Vnirt of .\ppeals shortly, and 
If a^ decision is remlered favorably to the State 
Kaciiig t%miiiiission and the Jockey Club it is 
proiialde that an attempt will Ik* made by at 
least one big man in racing to shut the Butler 

track out of the game altogether, although in 

such an attempt this man will probably find 

determined opposition on the part of other members 
of the .Tockey Flub and .Mr. Butler himself. If 
a decision is handed d<mn against the State Uaidng 
Fommission it is said that all the members of 
that laxly will forthwitli resign. 

“.Meanwhile the inetropiditaii public has demon 
strated the fa<*t that a race meeting here in 
August will i»a.v. With all sorts of handicaps to 
de.-il with in the way of poor horses, incompetent 
jockeys and hurried preparations, the Empire track 
cleared .$jH».(Kio in profits. With op|>ositi^»u at 
Saratoga, it was beli<*vt*d that the Butler m«*eting 
wouhl be a coiiqdete frost, but the public evi- 
dently wanted racing here, and the expected frost 
was quii'kly turned into a golden harvest. Mr. 
Butler int«*nds to practically rebuild the track 
before another year. He has planned to put the 
present grandstand and a new structure on the 

same lines on the other side of the track, where 
he owns a large strip of projierty. alTording r»I<'nty 
ot iiMun for increased accomimHlatioiis of all kinds. 
From Wakefiehi railroad station, le.ss than half 
a mile away, a spur will Ik* constructed into a 

regular yanl where tiure will be ample track 

iiHuii for s|K*cial train.s. 

“All tlicM* changes will Ik* made, it is said, no 
matter what may be the result of the pr(*sent 

loiirt priH'eedings. The easiest wa 3 ’ out of the 
whole tangb*, it would siem, is to take .Mr. But- 
ler’s track into the fold and grant a fair quota of 
dates. .Many persons are inclined to believe that 
the .pN-key Flub will make this move, permitting 
Yonkers to op<*n and close the metro|Mditan season 
next year instead of ,\queduct. In order to do this 
the other tracks would have to relinquish a few 
u.iys each, while it is practically a cinch that 
Saratoga would get eighteen days clear in .\ugust. 
But just how sin li a deal wouhl strike .Mr. Itutler 
and his fri«‘iids is a problem hard to solve, es|M*ci- 
ally as it is known that Enqiire City wants to race 
exi'lusively in .\ugiisl. when tliere is no such sport 
in tliis part of th<* stati*.’’
